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Beginners Series Part 3 - HT Accessories 
by David Aubuchon—KD@BZO 


This series is all opinion of what I have experienced and learned in the 3 years since my 
license grant in November 2007. Particularly emphasizing information and equipment per- 
taining to handheld transceivers also known as handy talkies or ‘HT’s.’ This is all opinion 
about what a new technician licensee should think about when they are in the process, go- 
ing to purchase a new radio and / or equipment, and where to seek information. 

Part 3 —- HT Accessories 

A new technician licensee has done a lot of research on what he / she would like to do 
with their transceiver and came to a conclusion on purchasing a handheld transceiver. He / 
she have done a lot of research from where to purchase the radio, in order to get the most 
“bang for the buck.” He / she have used it for a few days now and if it is a Kenwood F6A, 
they probably have found the same downside as I have; the factory accessories are neither 
adequate nor sufficient. This article will discuss many ways to fix the accessory problem 
and the options available. Some accessories discussed are antennas, mounting options, and 
clips. 

The first accessory for a handheld station that will be discussed is antennas, particularly 
for a Kenwood F6A for both HT stations and mobile stations. When purchasing a new an- 
tenna, keep in mind that some connectivity problems may arise, but most times an adapter 
can be used to solve the problem. As a HT Station, I was not able to reach the St. Charles 
Amateur Radio Club’s [SCARC] repeater from inside my home with the factory rubber 
duck antenna. But after some research on my own, I found a nice dual band SMA connec- 
tion antenna from High Sierra [http://www.hamcq.com/vhf-uhf-scanner-handheld-hdtv- 
antennas/dual-band-handheld-antenna-with-sma-connector/prod_171.html] for $10 [now 
it’s $11.73]. After I bought and installed the new antenna, the problem went away and I 
was able to be a good distance from the repeater and chat as if I were sitting under the re- 
peater. 

Secondly, I wanted to use my new radio as a mobile station. Again, I researched the is- 
sue and I found High Sierra’s VHF/UHF Dual Band NMO Antenna 
[http://www.hameq.com/vhf-uhf-scanner-handheld-hdtv-antennas/vhf/uhf-dual-band-nmo- 
antenna/prod_121.html] to fit me very well for another $10 advertisement special price 
[now it’s $22.00]. After I purchased the antenna, I needed a way to connect it to my radio 
because the antenna was NMO and my radio is SMA. I then bought a 5 inch magnetic 
mount with UHF connection from High Sierra [http:/(*www.hamcq.com/antenna-mounts/ 
nmo-antenna-mounts/magnet-mount-5-inch-nmo/prod_120.html] for $15 [now it’s $22] 
because it took the NMO antenna and had an UHF male connection on it. That did not help 
me, and like I mentioned before, there was another connection problem. I then bought an 
UHF female to SMA male adapter from High Sierra [http:/(www.hamcq.com/the-coax- 
connection-coax-connectors-cables-coax-tools/uhf-connectors-p1259-so239-various- 
adapters/sma-male-to-uhf-female-adapter/prod_323.html] for $5 [now it’s $4] to finally get 
this setup to work in my vehicle. Before I knew it, I was able to travel even farther from 
the repeater and carry great conversations from a good distance. 

The second accessory for a handheld station that will be discussed is mounting options. 
As before, I learned that converting from a handy talkie station to a mobile station may re- 
quire a connection different from what you already have, but an adapter may just do the 
trick...eventually. The first mounting accessory option is magnetic, like the one mentioned 
earlier. These are very versatile options and very handy to own. Through my experience, I 
have used it not only as a primary mobile antenna mount, but I have also used it on other 
vehicles for events that I have participated. 

Also keep in mind some problems may arise with magnetic mounts. I say this because 
my magnetic mount has caused some damage to my vehicle’s trunk. In my haste to convert 
my HT to a mobile station, I did not do the research of what I really wanted nor what were 
my options. Thusly, my quick fix came back to bite me...well my vehicle. Some dirt had 
gotten under the magnetic mount, and when I removed the powerful magnet, it had put a 
big scratched on my trunk. If you are thinking about purchasing a magnetic mount, look 
into getting a mount that includes what is called a rubber boot; Laird Tech sells only the 4 
inch magnetic mounts and rubber boots to fit them [http://lairdtech.thomasnet.com/item/ 
mobile-mounts-and-magnetic-mounts/magnetic-mounts/pn-4759? 
&seo=110&be=100/3001622|300 1626/3001 601|/3001358)/3001300/3001296]. I also want to 
mention some advice I received as I was driving home last December, I happened to stum- 
ble onto the Memphis, Tennessee Amateur Radio club’s weekly morning net. During the 
conversation, someone suggested that I try and use some plastic protective paint on the un- 
derside of the magnetic mount to protect a car’s finish. I have not yet tried this because I do 
not want to risk the protective paint destroying my vehicle’s paint; I would personally 
rather sell my magnetic mount and then purchase one from Laird Tech or a similar com- 
pany.

AN ACT 
To amend and reenact the title to Part II-B of Chapter 4 of Subtitle II of Title 47 of the

The second mounting accessory option is a trunk lip. Earlier this year, I was looking 
into upgrading from my 5 inch NMO style magnetic mount, which was affixed to my vehi- 
cle’s truck, to a lip mount that would be installed quickly and easily. I decided that the lip 
mount would be my permanent fixture. I got the Maxrad TC mount with the SMA Male 
Right Angle Connector Installed from The Antenna Farm [http://www.theantennafarm. 
com/catalog/index.php?main_page=product_info&cPath=264 267&products_id=1170] for 
$19.95 plus the extra option for $15 (totaling $34.95 plus shipping). If I did my research 
when I wanted to upgrade to a mobile station, this ultimately would have been purchased. 
This is an awesome deal and I am very happy with this purchase. The product arrived and 
within ten minutes, I had my new mount on my vehicle and have not taken it off since. 

The third mounting accessory option is brackets. I personally have not yet purchased 
one, but plan to in the future. I have, however, seen these used on many trucks with CB 
gear attached. I plan to use a NMO bracket on an external frame backpack that would be 
connected to my F6A during a camping trip. Many places sell the NMO style either in- 
stalled or included (do it yourself), but few give you many options as to what connector is 
included. Again, I would purchase one from The Antenna Farm because they can install 
the SMA Male connector at a reasonable price. Doing this would mean that I would not 
need an adapter from the usual UHF to SMA connector and it would be more convenient. 

The fourth mounting accessory option is drilling. This literally means that one would 
have to drill a hole in the exterior of their vehicle to create a place for the style of their lik- 
ing. Since I have a newer vehicle, I would not even think of doing this. If I had an older 
and more “mature” vehicle; I would definitely install something as permanent as a drilled 
hole in the metal shell of a vehicle. If you are considering doing this, there are however, 
You Tube instructional and personal installation videos to watch as you decide whether or 
not to do this. 

The fifth and final mounting accessory option is window glass. This may be a good op- 
tion for someone who is beginning the hobby, but seek advice from someone who has an 
On-Glass Mount because I am unfamiliar with how this works and what kind of perform- 
ance to anticipate. I do know that HRO sells one that is manufactured by Larsen Antennas 
(Item: KG-2/70-CX-PL) for $119.95 plus shipping. However, MFJ [http://www. 
mfjenterprises.com/Product.php?productid=MFJ-1734] sells one for $44.95 plus shipping. 
If you want something different you can get what is called a Window Clip through Bux 
Comm [http://www.buxcomm.com/catalog/index.php? 
main_page=product_info&cPath=9&products_id=863] for $10.95 plus shipping. Still an- 
other option is called a Clip Mount, again through Bux Comm [http://www.buxcomm.com/ 
catalog/index.php?main_page=product_info&cPath=9&products_id=860], for $11.95 plus 
shipping. 

The third and final accessory for a handheld station that will be discussed is clips. I will 
only briefly discuss two types. The first is the factory clip that comes with most handheld 
transceivers, specifically the F6A. It is a metal clip that does not have any opening mecha- 
nism. It opens through the user using either force or through spreading the metal piece 
apart with their thumb and forefinger. 

The second clip is an aftermarket clip. It was designed for the Kenwood TK2180 / 
TK3180 Business / Commercial Radio, but I got an opportunity to test it on my personal 
F6A and it fits perfectly. If you have a Kenwood F6A you can purchase the Kenwood 2.5 
Inch Belt Clip (KBH-11) from The Radio Freq [http://www.theradiofreq.com/servlet/the- 
602/KBH-dsh- 1 1%2CSpring%2C-action%2C-belt%2C-clip%2CKenwood%2C/Detail] for 
$14 plus shipping. This is different from the Kenwood Low Profile Belt Clip (KBH-10) 
[http://www.theradiofreq.com/servlet/the-603/K BH-dsh-10%2CLow%2C-Profile%2C-Belt 
%2C-Clip%2CKenwood/Detail] because I have not had a chance to try it on my F6A, and I 
kind of like what I have better than the KBH-10 style. 

In conclusion, there are a lot of different accessories for all types of radios. I just men- 
tioned a few that work well for the F6A. Accessories for all types of radios come at differ- 
ent prices, but do not let that stop you from purchasing something at a reasonable price that 
is exactly what you would like. These items mentioned were all under $20 each and still, 3 
years later for some, work very well under different situations.
